' Dr. Joel Eastman, Chairman of 
the History Department, Untver- 
sity of Southern Mailnle was the 
featured speaker at the monthly 
. meeting of the Bethel Historical 
Society, held in the meeting room 
of the Dr. Moses Mason House 
Aug. 4. Dr. Eastman provided a 
detailed look at the history of the 
Katahdin Iron Works and iron 
processing plant that once existed 
. im north central Maine between 
the years 1845 and 1890. The fam- 
ed Maine geognapher Moses Green- 
deaf, a resident of nearby Wil- 
Jiamsburg, was the first to become 
“aware of the area’s potential. for 
iron deposits by tracing the mean- 
- ing of the Indian name for the 
west branich of the Pleasant Riv- 
er. Greenleaf tried to interest oth- 
ers but it was not until 1886 that 
the Maine Legislature incorporat-

out of the difficulties. by the new 
proprietors headed by David Pin- 
gree who became the flirst pesi- 
dent of the Katahdin Iron Works, 
incorporated by the Legislabure in 
1846, From 1872 to 1890, Kabahdin 
Iron Workers employed 200 work- 
ers and owned several homes, 
two large boarding houses, a town 
hail, a school, a past office, a pho- 
to salon, a company store amd two 
famms to supply hay for the hors- 
es, There were 14 beehive char- 
‘coal kilns, providing fuel for the 
blast furmace, A casting room was 
attached to the blasting room, At 
its height the Katahdin Iront Works 
produced 2,000 tons of raw iron 
annually.
